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THE UNIVERSITY OF ALBERTA STAFF BULLETIN 


SALARY SETTLEMENT REACHED 
Members of the Non-Academic Staff Association 
have ratified a salary agreement negotiated by 
the Association and the Board of Governors. 
The settlement involves a 15 percent across-the- 
board salary adjustment effective April 1, 1975 
to March 31, 1976. The agreement also 
stipulates that the 15 percent increase will be 

in addition to the October 1974 interim 
adjustment of $60 per month, which the 

Board agreed will be continued permanently. 
Members of the Association approved the 
adjustment by a vote of 361 to 176. 

In addition to the principal salary agreement 
members also approved a series of selective 
adjustments for various categories and groups 
of workers, One of the most important clauses 
states that “‘after appropriate adjustments, any 
full-time regular employee who is not on 
probation and is receiving a salary of less than 
$505 per month, that salary will be increased 
to $505 per month.” More details of the 
settlement will appear in next week’s Folio. 


LECTURE, SEMINAR SERIES 
INAUGURATED 

The Department of Psychology has announced 
the inaugural speaker in the annual 
MacEachran Memorial Lecture Series to be 
held in honor of the late Professor John M. 
MacEachran. 

Professor MacEachran offered the first course 
in psychology at The University of Alberta in 
1909, before there were any University buildings 
at all and classes were being held at Strathcona 
School. Subsequently he headed the Department 
of Philosophy and also served as Provost of the 
University until he retired in 1945, It was 
largely due to his activities and example that 
psychology was established here on a firm 
scientific basis. Professor MacEachran was 
also involved in the mental health movement 
in Alberta and was instrumental in establishing 
what are now the faculties of Medicine and 
Education. 

It is in recognition of Professor MacEachran’s 
numerous achievements that the Department of 
Psychology is inaugurating the annual lecture 
series. The first speaker will be Frank A. 
Geldard, Stuart Professor of Psychology 
Emeritus and Senior Research Psychologist at 
Princeton University, who will give three 
lectures under the general title “Sensory saltation 
and metastability in the perceptual world.”
